NERVOUS BREAK? 


Secretary of State Taking 
Rest Cure on “Billy” 
Muldoon’s Farm in 
New York State. 


CAUSE SEEN IN OVERWORK 


Strenuous Duties of Official Life 
Telling on Cabinet Mem- 
ber, Who Is Man of 


Deep Feeling. 


New York, Aug. 22.—[Special.}—Elihu Root. 
secretary of state, is on the verge of a nervous 
breakdown, according to report. He is now 
taking exercise at the large farm and train- 
ing quarters of Billy“ Muldoon, which 10 
situated about two miles from White Plains. 

Mr. Root arrived there several days ago. 
It ig said that he is suffering from overwork 
and fatigue. He is accompanied by his seo- 
retary, who looks after his correspondence. 


Routine at Muldoon Farm. 

A part of the routine at the Muldoon farm 
is to rise at daybreak, milk the cows, work in 
the fields, and then, after breakfast, to trudge 
ten or fifteen miles across the Westchester 
hills. 

The e r of the day is put tn with 
horseback riding, sparring under the direction 
of. Mr. Muldoon, bathing, and reading the 
newspapers, 

Lt is not known whether or not the secretary 
of state is following the regular course of 
exercise, but he has been seen out horse back 
riding and in a touring car. 

Man of Deep Feeling. 

Many things have come from Washington 
in the last eight or ten months about Mr. 
Root which have not been used in conserva- 
tive newspaper offices, because, without di- 
rect proof, they looked to be hardly credibie, 

Root, on the surface, is regarded as a man 
without emotion. To the general person tie 
seems to have an icy temperament. The 
actual fact is all the other way. Root, among 

is intimates, has almost an ungovernable 
temper and puts all the force of his feeling 
into what he says and does. He has been 
excited in cabinet meetings to the verge of 
passion, but has been able to apem the door 
and come out smiling at the correspondents, 


He has had one exterior for the general pub- 


lic and acquaintances and an entirely differ- 
ent deportment for those brought closely 
with him in business and social connections, 

Although able to control his irritability to 
the world at large, he has not been able to 
put a brake on his thoughts, even in the cabi- 
net. Much of this has been caused by his 
habits, carried along in the many years since 
he was a law student, of going deeply into 
ment. So whether in dhe A secretary's 
department or in cabinet meetinga, while one 
or another person might be accused of being 
spasmodic, Root was recognized as thorough 
in everything and as a man who if anything 
overworked his mind on every question that 
he had to pass upon. 


Symptoms Felt Months Ago. 

The first startling thing that came about 
Root to the newspaper correspondents was 
many months ago, when, after a prolonged 
meeting, he said to a friend that he thought 
from his tired feeling, coming on periodically 
more often than he desired, something was 
wrong. He complained of sleeplessness and 
general irritability, and talked in melancholy 
fashion about his failure to keep President 
Roosevelt in the line that he thought ought 
to be marked out for the administration. 
He regarded himself not as a companion of 
President Roosevelt, but rather as his polit- 
ical godfather, so to speak, a guide and 
counselor. 

To more than one man he spoke,with re- 
gret of. the impulsiveness of Roosevelt, 
and of his own desire to make the president a 
man who should go out of office without mak- 
ing any serious mistakes, and yet leave a rec- 
ord of a great personality as well as the ac- 
complishment of great good for the people. 


Not in Good Health Last June. 

When Mr. Root was at the Hamilton college 
commencement in June friends noticed that 
he was not in the best of health. He has 
been taking it easy all summer, spending 
most of his time at his place in Clinton. 

On Aug. 13 he was at Oyster Bay in con- 
ference with President Roosevelt, Secretary 
Taft, and Postmaster General Meyer. Part 
of the business of the conference was to look 
over the speech Secretary Taft was to de- 
liver in Columbus. Mrs. Root accompanied 
her husband and they spent the night at 
Sagamore Hill. At that time Mr. Root reit- 
erated his denial that he had any intention 
of resigning from the cabinet. Apparently it 
is in order to get into good shape for his duties 
at Washington that he decided on a short 
stay at Muldoon’s place, 

Muldoon has had many distinguished guests 
at his place, which is about two miles from 
White Plains. Many fighters have trained 
there. Joseph H. Choate also spent some 
time there. 


PLAYS FARO 40 HOURS; WINS. 


Robert Tucker, Horseman, Quits 
$3,000 Ahead After Longest Ses- 
sion Saratoga Has Known. 


Saratoga, N. T., Aug. 22.—[Special.]—The 
longest single sitting at faro bank recorded 
here in recent years was ended at 10 o'clock 
this morning when Robert Tucker, the horse- 
man, cashed in his checks at the Manhattan 
club. 

Tucker sat down at the table at 6 o’clock 
Tuesday evening, buying $2,000 worth of 
chips. His play was uninterrupted, except 
for change of dealers, and he took his meals 
at the table. 

At100’clock this morning, after forty hours 
of play, Tucker yawned and said that the 
game seemed hard to beat and he would cash 
in. He quit $3,000 to the good.

English Delegate Expelled for 
Attack on Hague Conference. 


REFUSED TO PARE APOLOGY

Resolutiofl Condemning Coicntaatioa 
Policy Is Adopted.

STUTTGART, Aug. 22.—As a result of a 
violent speech yesterday in the soclalist con- 
gress Mr. Quelch, one of the English dele- 
gates, has been expelled from Germany, 
Quelch is editor of Justice, an English so- 
clalist journal. The police this evening noti- 
fied him to leave within ten hours under pen- 
alty of imprisonment. 

The speech which caused the expulsion 
order was one in which Quelch referred to 
the peace conference at The Hague as a 
“thieves’ supper at which governments 
were arranging how to carry on murder and 
exploitation all over the world as cheaply as 
possible. 

This elicited laughter and cheers from the 
delegates, but when the government of 
Würtemberg, in which state Stuttgart is, 
heard of Mr. Quelch’s:slur on the conference 
it did not take a humorous view of it, but 
sent word to the congress that unless the 
expression *‘ thieves’ supper were with- 
drawn and Quelch apologized he would be 
expelled from Wiirtem berg. 


Refuses to Apologize. 

At today's session of the congress Quelch 
refused to apologize, stating that his words 
had been mistranslated by the translator, 
who had put them into French. He said he 
had not called the dipjomatists at The Hague 
murderers and thieves. He had spoken only 
of a “ thieves’ supper.“ which he said was a 
common expression with English socialists 
in describing a meeting of representatives of 
capital. He was not responsible for the mis- 
translation of his words and adhered to what 
he had said. He had nothing to withdraw, 

This explanation of his objectionable re- 
mark was not satisfactory and Quelch then 
decided to comply with the order without 
resistance. so as not to bring the conference 
in conflict with the authorities. If he defied 
the order he would be forcibly expelled, and if 
he afterwards returned he would be liable to 
six weeks’ imprisonment. 


The British delegation had invited their, 


comrades to @ social gathering this evening 
and the occasion was seized upon to make 
Quelch the hero of the moment. 


Colonization Resolution Wins. 

After more long winded speeches and much 
hubbub the conference voted on the colonial 
question, when the resolution formulated by 
the minority of the drafting committee, prac- 
tically denouncing all colonization, was car- 
ried by a vote of 127 to 108. The result was 
greeted with applause which lasted many 
minutes. 

Mr. Simons of Chicago supported the ex- 
tremist resolution. Colonization, he said, 
only meant domination by capitalism; in 
other words, exploitation, torture, and mur- 
der. There could not be such a thing as 
socialist colonization, The phrase was con- 
tradictory. Its acceptance would be the 
adoption of Rooseveltism, as in the Philip- 
pines. In the course of his speech, however, 
Mr. Simons admitted that there was much 
good in the American colonial policy, as was 
shown by the fact that while the United 
States sent soldiers to the Philippines, it 
also sent schoolmasters.

ROCKS BOAT; LOSES HIS LIFE 


Nels Rasmussen Dies from Shock 
After Falling Into the Lake. |

Boy Tumbles Off the Thirty-seventh 
Street Pier and Drowns.

Nels Rasmussen, 55 years old, 226 Grand 
avenue, an insurance agent and property 
owner, lost his life yesterday as the result of 
a playful attempt to frighten a young girl by 
rocking a boat. 

In the afternoon, accompanied by Miss Vic- 
toria Harkin, 15 years old, 26 Elston avenue, 
whom he had known since she was a baby, 
he hired a boat of Frank Johnson, who has a 
bathing beach near Sheridan road, and rowed 
out upon the lake. 

Then, according to the girl’e story, he stood 
up in the boat and began to rock it in ordes 
to frighten her. The boat turned over and 
both occupants fell into the water. Miss 
Harkin had little difficulty in getting hold of 
the boat and keeping herself from sinking, 
but Rasmussen was several feet from the 
boat and had to swim through a choppy sea 
to reach it again. He was greathy exhausted 
by the time he reached the boat and starcely 
able to hold om 


Dies Before Reaching Shore. 

As soon as Miss Harkin recovered her 
breath sufficiently she began to scream for 
help and her cries reached Frank Johnson 
at the beach. Accompanied by John P. Nel- 
son, an assistant, Johnson got into a boat 
and rowed out to the scene of the accident. 
Before they could reach the place Rasmus 
sen's strength had given out and he had lost 
his hold. He was sinking for the third time 
when they reached him and pulled him into 
the boat. They then rescued Miss Harkin, 
and while one of them worked over Rasmus- 
sen in an attempt to revive him the other 
rowed for the shore. 

Efforts to revive Rasmussen were unsuc- 
cesaful, and when they reached the shore he 
was dead. Dn E. J. Kieffer, 422 West 
Twelfth street, wae at the beach, but he 
could do nothing to revive Rasmussen. It is 
the belief of the police that he died of heart 
disease. 


Little Boy Drowned in Lake. 

Edward Pappin, 6 years old, fell into the 
lake from the pier at the foot of Thirty- 
seventh street on which he had been sitting 
with his sister, Margaret, 8 years old, and 
was Growned. The girl's screams attracted 
Policemen Hughes, White, and Carbelly to 
the pier, and they recovered the body and 
took it to the residence of the lad’s parents, 
11 Langley place. The only witness to the 
drowning was the sister. She told the police 
that she and her brother were watching the 
waves.

I tried to caton 
him, but could not. I came near falling in 
the lake myself.”

POLICEMAN KILLS 
THIEF IN STREET 


Thomas Kelly Is Shot Dead by 
Patrolman After a Hold- 
up and His Compan- 
ion Captured. 


CROOKS TAKEN IN RAIDS, 


Descent Made on Notorious Of- 
fenders by City Detec- 
tives; Vagrancy Law 
Relied On.

The 
wartare against criminals last midnight by 
killing a holdup man just after he had robbe@ 
a citizen and by capturing the robber’s come 
panion. 

Thomas Kelly, who had a record of crime, 
was the man who was killed. His 
siayer was Policeman Patrick J. Fee 
of the Desplalnes street station. Kel- 
ly had hel@ up Michael O'Neill, 
a steamfitter, who lives at 252 West Congrese 
street. The killing occurred at Aberdeen and 
Congress streets. A companion of Kellys, 
Thomas Roach, was arrested at the same 
time. ‘ 

General Raid on Crooks. 

Barlier in the day the police had gone ace 
tively to work to rid the weet side of crooks. 
As @ result, more than twenty thieves and 
pickpockets—some of them qriminals of m- 
ternational reputation—were shown to the 
detectives in the central bureau at the nightly 
Uneup. It was the result of the rst dae 
work. ot four squads of picked men, sent out 
by Capt. P. D. O’Brien to rid Chicago of ita 
recent influx of criminals. 

This raid on criminals ſs to be kept up, saye 3 
Chief Shippy, and is to be extended to other | 
sections of the city. 


Killing Is Spectacular. : 

The killing of Kelly was spectacular. Three 
policemen were concerned in the work. Fee 
fired the shot after he had dodged two bullets 
from the revolver of the fugitive robber. 
Roach, the pal, who was also in flight, 
threw up his hands when his companion fell. 
Tossing his own revolver in the direction on: 
the pursuing policemen he shouted: ; 
God's sake, don't shoot,” and submitted to 
arrest. 

The holdup preceding the shooting occurreg@ 
at Center avenue and West Congress street, 
one block west of the spot where Kelly finally 
was killed. O'Neill, the steamfitter, was re- 
turning from night work to his residence 
when two men with revolvers stopped him. 


Gives Up Money and Watch. 


„Hold up your hands,” was the 3 5 


command, and O'Neill did not hesitate to 
comply. He quickly handed over his wary 
and $15 in money. 

Unobserved by the robbers, however, Jo- 
seph Ritter was passing on the other sidd 
of the street. Rushing to his home at 830 
West Congress street he seized his revolver, 
rushed back to the street, and hurried to 
O’Neill’s assistance. Both holdup mentoolg 
to their heels. „ 

Ritter gave chase, discharging his weapon 
asheran. The shots attracted the attention, 
of Policeman Fee and of Policeman Michael 
McHugh of the Desplaines street station, and 
Policeman George P. O'Connell of the Lake 
street district, which has its eastern limit ag 
Center avenue. 

The fugitives ran east in Congress street, 
Fee took after Kelly and the other two police- 
men after Roach. As Kelly saw his pursuer 
was gaining on him he turned, raised hisown 
revolver, and fired twice. Thg bullets whizzed 
past Fee's head, and, thinking his own life in 
danger, he Grew his weapon and returned the 
fugitive’s fire. The bullet entered Kelly's 
head behind the right ear and penetrated the 
brain. He died instantly. 


Find Watch in Kelly’s Pocket. 

In a pocket of the dead man's clothing the 
policeman found the watch which O'Neill 
later identified as his. : 

Meanwhile the other policemen captured 
Roach, who was taken to the station, wheres 
he wae identified by O'Neill and Ritter. In 
the prisoner’s pocket was the $15 which 
O'Neill said had been taken from him. Roach 
refused to talk to the police after he had been 
told that his companion had heen killed. 

Kelly, the dead robber, was 30 years old. 
Roach was also 30 years of age. Hishome is 
at 161 Colorado avenue. Police Lieut. Dennis 
O’Connor in commenting upon the holdup 
commended Policeman Fee for his bravery 
under fire. 


Score of Alleged Orooks Caught, 

The general dragnet for criminals was set 
in the afternoon by Capt. P. D. O’Brien of the 
detective force. His detectives, divided into 
four squads, confined their first day’s work ta 
the west side thieves’ district around Madison 
and Halsted streets and the near neighbor- 
hood of Peoria, Sangamon, and Green streets. 
The lodging houses and the saloons known . 
as resorts for criminals were raked by the 
detectives, who had been laying plans for 
their catches during the last week. 

The most important man caught in the 
dragnet was John Scully, a London pick-.— 
pocket. He was picked up in Johnny Carr’s . 
saloon at Green and West Congress streets, 
a well known resort where Mike Silk and 


Sleepy Burke were arrested for the 


Evanston street car holdup a few years age. 
Scully was the name the prisoner gave, but 
he is thought to be a man of wide reputa- 
tion. As soon as he was arrested—in fact, 
before the police had time to take him to the 
station—he had obtained the services of a 
lawyer, Charles E. Erbstein, and before § 
o'clock he was released on bonds. In this 
way he escaped the lineup before the entire 
squad of Central detectives at 7 o’clock. 

Attorney Erbstein admitted that Scully 
Was traveling under a false name and that 
he was afraid his client would be recognized 
as a wanted man if he was shown up to 
all the detectives. He insisted that Scul- 
ly had not done a stroke of real thief’s 
work for six months. 


Bureau Shows Its Value. 

The raidg came as the result of Chief 
Shippy’s recent order to the detective bu- 
reau to show that the bureau was of some 
use. Durink the last few weeks many New 
York crimirtals have been floating into safe 
and snug Chicago harbors as a result of the” 
harsh tactics of the New York police foz 
and Chief Shippy determined that he would 
drive these men out of town under the power 
of the new vagrancy law even if he could not 
catch them in any lawbreaking. 

The judges of the Municipal court have 
familiarized themselves with the new va- 
grancy law by this time and have given the

Suspended Officer Remains

What probably was the most peculiar 
‘meeting ever held by a labor union took 
place yesterday afternoon when nearly 1,000 
members of the Milk Drivers’ union quietly 
filed into the hall at 145 Randolph street 
to listen to a report from a secretary-treas- 
urer who was known to have defaulted 920. 
000 of the organization's funds. 

The men had received no inkling from their 
officers of the irregularities in the union's 
finances, and the first knowledge they re- 
ceived of the situation was conveyed to 
them by the story printed in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE. Some of them had no idea what 
was the nature of the business to be trans- 
acted in the meeting. 

Those who had expected to hear a confes- 
sion from the lips of C. J. Camp, the official 
in question, were disappointéd, however. All 
the afternoon, while the union was taking 
the necessary action to depose him from the 
office of trust which he had held for four 
years, he sat alone in a little office at 145 La 
Salle street. He did not stir out of the office 
until late in the evening. 

Immediately after the meeting—which was 
held behind closèd doors—was called to order 
there were demands for a report from Camp. 

„Let's hear what became of our money.” 
Get Camp and let's make him talk.“ said 
several voices. 


President Neer Makes Report. 

Then President W. A. Neer vegan to talk. 
With the assistance of George W. Briggs, 
national auditor for the organization, he 
made a detailed report of the financial stand- 
ing of the union, dealing with Camp’s defal- 
cations and the circumstances which had 
surrounded the ‘irregularities. He also ex- 
plained that the Empire State Surety com- 
pany was on Camp's bonds for $25,000 and 
that the union . vuld lose nothing because of 
the transactions of Camp. 

As far as the auditor has gone at pres- 
ent, the shortage is slightly less than $20,- 
000," he said. ‘We now are dealing with 
the auditing company, however.”’ 

Auditor Briggs said Camp's system was to

Dieke Gibson himself was not at the 
sale. He is said to be in New York, where 
his wife probably will join him at an early 
date. The career of the couple has been 
meteoric in Chicago. From their arrival 
here from the south several years ago they 
lived lavishly, and their apartment in Erle 
street was luxuriantly furnished.

Brother of Well Known Artist 
and Sculptor a Suicide at Home 


WIFE ESTRANGED IS CLAIM. 


Victim of Tragedy Was Alone; Once 
Temporarily Insane 5 


New York, Aug. 22.—[(Special. - Marion 
Story, the miniature painter, a brother of 
Julian Story, the artist, and also well known 
as an enthustastic yachtsman and exhibiter 
in the horse shows, shot himself in the head 
with a revolver in the library of his home 
on his estate, Brook Farm, near Portchester. 
tonight. He died before medical ald could 
reach him. ö 


Though little could be learned tonight con- 
cerning details of the tragedy, the servants 
sald that Mr. Story was alone in the house 
when he shot himself. He had come back 
from his office in New York early in the 
afternoon and had dined by himself. Short- 
ly after dinner he went into the library. 
About 8 o'clock the servants on the floor be- 
low heard a shot and running to the library 
they saw Mr. Story stretched on the floor 
below his chair with the revolver just be- 
yond his finger tips. 


Dead Before Physicians Arrive. 

Doctors were telephoned for, but before 
they could arrive from Portchester the in- 
jured man died. He did not regain con- 
sciousness, 

Mr. Story had not been long back from 
Europe. He spent the early months of the 
summer in Germany and Spain, seeking 
health and rest. His wife, it is said, has 
been estranged from him for some time 
and is now believed. to be in Spain. 
Since his return from Europe Mr. Story had 
lived alone on his estate near Portchester. 
entertaining little and seeming to be dé- 
pressed. 

It is the opinion of friends of the dead man 
that he had never fully recovered from the 
attack of insanity which overtook him a 
year ago. 

Suddenly it was announced on Apri 
1906, that County Judge Platt of Wantaesten 
county and signed commitment papers after 
an examination by Dr. E. H. Schmidt of 
Bloomingdale asylum, and two other physi- 
cians. Mr. Story was taken to Bloomingdale 
on April 22 and remained there until April 
11 of this year, when he was removed to 
a private ward in the New York hospital. 
His stay there was brief and he went directly 
to Florida upon being discharged as cured. 
— left Florida for Burope about a month 
ater. 


Overwork Cause of Insanity. 

Overwork in Wall street and business wor- 
ries were attributed by his friends as the 
cause for Mr. Story’s tempbrary insanity. 
Since his return from Europe he had been 
active in the financial district. Those who 
knew him declare that he had met with no 
serious reverses, and that his large fortune 
had not been in any way imperiled. 

In April last Julian Story, the brother of 
Marion, was sued for a divorce by Emma 
Eames, the opera singer. At the time the 
report of the disagreement between the art- 
ist and his wife was first published Marion 
Story refused to speak for his brother in any 
regard, saying that he had not known of 
Julian's affairs for many years. 


THREATENS EAST END OF CITY 


Gasoline Explosions Mark Two Blazes, 
‘with Damage Totaling $250,000— 
Fourteen Rescued from Flames. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 22.—Two fires today 
caused by the explosion of gasoline in clothes 


Aimated at §250,000, and for a time threatened 
the entire east end section of this city. The 
first started shortly before noon in the Club 
Pressing and Cleaning company at 6339 Penn 
avenue. The building was destroyed and 
fourteen employés were rescued from the 
windows by firemen. 

The second fire was more serious, and be- 
fore it was controlled seven buildings were 
wiped out. The blaze started in the Enter- 
prise Pressing company’s shop at 5975 Center 
avenue about 2 o'clock, and spread with 
great rapidity east and west. 

A number of automobile garages near the 
burned area were saved from destruction 
after a hard fight. 

Shortly after the fire started a 200 gallon 
tank of gasoline in the American Automobile 
company building exploded, scattering the 
burning fluid in all directions and causing a 
stampede of the immense crowd of onlook- 
ers. No injuries were reported. | 


Cincinnati Has $1,000,000 Fire.

BANK EMPLOYE IS MISSING; 
$11,000 IN STOCKS GONE. 


Trusted Worker in American National, 
Washington, Disappears at Same 
Time—Erie Certificates Are Lost. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—Edwin H. 
Potts, a trusted employé of the American 
National bank, is missing, and the police are 
looking for him on a charge of having stolen 
$11,000 of certificates of Erie railroad stock. 
A warrant has been issued for his arrest. 

Potts left the employ of the bank a year 
ago, but returned recently to help out the 
vacation period. It was then the securities 
were taken. 

The loss was discovered through informa- 
tion that Potts had borrowed money on the 
stocks in Baltimore. He recently telegraphed 
to Baltimore from Tucson, Ariz., and this may 
result in his capture. He was bonded in the 
sum of $20,000, and it is said the bank ie fully 
protected. Potts belongs to an old Virginia 


family. 


WARNS OF A “ONE MAN” POWER. 


Congressman McCall Criticises Policy 
of Administration and Refers to 
Oil Fine Imposed. 


Marshfield, Mase., Aug. 22.—Congressman 
Samuel W. McCall, in an address at the 
Marshfield fair today, criticised the tendency 
to “‘ centralize all power at Washington.“ 
He also referred to the Standard Oil fine im- 
posed bf Judge Landis and the recent rail- 
road legislation by congress. 

Mr. McCall said an industrial crisis would 
have been reached long before this had it not 
been for our almost invulnerable prosperity. 
Speaking of the so-called centralization of 
power at Washington, Mr. McCall said if the 
government was imaged in one man the coun- 
try was in grave danger. He said if an auto- 
cratic rule were established the American 
people would have a strutting, confiscating, 
shrieking, meddling America.”’ 

He wanted to know why old laws were not 
enforced instead of making new ones, which 
meant greater expense and burden.

REVOLT IN ASYLUM: 1 DEAD 


Guards Forced to Use Guns When 
Convicts Attempt Escape. 


BATTLE LASTS TWO HOUR S.

Streams of Water Fail to Subdue 300 
Dannemora Inmates. 


Plattsburg, N. Y., Aug. 22.—For two hours 
last night a mob of patients at the state hos- 
pital for the criminal insane in Dannemora 
stood off their guards while others made 4 
desperate attempt to force an exit from the 
building. Not until one of the madmen had 
been shot and killed, and the guards been re- 
inforced by less violent inmates and vil- 
lagers, was the outbreak suppressed and the 
patients again locked in their rooms. 

Two large dormitories were wrecked, win- 
dows smashed, iron gratings bent, and walls 
damaged where an effort to wrench the iron 
bars from their fastenings had been made. 
The dead man was Isaac Du Bois, who had 
been at the hospital only a short time.. Con- 
victed of larceny in the second degree, he 
was subsequently ordered to the state hos- 

ital. | a 
. The outbreak was planned with great cun- 
“ning, and carried out with reckless boldness. 
All had been quiet among the 320 men in the 
institution, when at exactly 9 o’clock, and 
without any noticeable signal having been 
given, almost ail of the inmates who had 
been lined up for retiring rushed Mto two of 
the big dormitories and slammed the doors in 
the faces of the surprised guarde who rushed 
after them. 

Some Patients Aid Guards. 

The madmen barricade@ the doors with 
beds and other furniture and began an as- 
sault on the heavily barred windows, evident- 
ly hoping to force all at once and thus ob- 
tain easy avenues of escape. 

A number of the less violently insane of- 
fered their assistance to the keepers and were 
enlisted. It was impossible to force the doors 
and guards were stationed at all the outside 
windows and ordered. to shoot at arms or 
hands appearing through the windows, but 
not to kill save in case of absolute necessity. 

All of the fire hose was connected and heayy 
streams of water directed at the windows 
where the patients could be seen. But the 
insane rioters put mattresses in the windows 
and continued to hammer at the stone work 
in which the bars are fixed, all the while 
shouting and shrieking. Above the tumult 
could be heard the furious pounding of the 
iron bedposts wielded by the inmates, who 
also had a heavy chisel and sledge hammer. 


First Outbreak Since Founding. 

Several shots were fired by the guards, but 
it was impossible to tell whether they were 
effective until the riot was quelled, when it 
was discovered that Du Bois had been shot 
and killed, probably instantly. 

Townspeople and guards from the prison 
were attracted by the terrific noise and as- 
sisted materially, when, at 11 o’clock, the 
wardens made a series of assaults and finally 
forced the doors and overpowered the riot- 


ers. 
This is the firat and only outbreak of any 
sort since the opening of the hospital in 1900. 


MOTHER-IN-LAW WORK? NEVER; 
SQ SIOUX WARRIOR ENDS LIFE. 


Jovial Indian Commits Suicide Rather 
than Chop His Own Firewood—Case 
One of Few on Record. 


Sioux Falls, S. D., Aug. 22.—Red Shirt, a 
Sioux warrior who resided in the extreme 
northern section of the Rosebud reservation, 
committed suicide today because his mother- 
in-law would not let him and his squaw live 
with her and chop their firewood. Among 
the whites residing in Lyman county adja- 
cent to the reservation Red Shirt was known 
as a jovial Indian, who didn't like to Work, 
His is one of the few cases on record of 
a Sioux Indian ending his life.

First he 
thought the rope was giving way, but a mo- 
ment later he saw that the movement was 
that of a large pilot snake, which had slid 
on to the rope from a projecting crag and was 
deisurely making ite way in his direction.

] aimed a blow at its head, but the swinging of

He dared not drop the 
dynamite for fear of the consequences and 
it was impossible for him to put up a fight 
with it in his hand. He managed to shove 
the dynamite in a pocket and then prepared 
to give battle with the small drill as a weapon.

the rope made the blow a glancing one and 
the snake continued its downward course, 
while its fangs darted out menacingly. 


Second Blow Kills Serpent. 

The second blow was more successful and 
seemed to stun the reptile, which maintained 
its hold on the rope, but swung its head 
from side to side, as though dazed. Another 
blow ended the fight, the snake uncoiling 
from the rope and dropping into the pit below.

WOULD LESSEN PANIC ILLS BY 
BARRING STOCK QUOTATIONS. 


Pittsburg Banker in Letter of Sugges- 
tion to Roosevelt Calls System Species 
of Gambling. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 22.—Clarence V. Tiers, 
vice president of the Dollar Savings bank, to- 
day sent to President Roosevelt a letter of 
suggestion tending to the suppression of com- 
binutions of organized wealth to create pan- 
icky conditions, and thereby causing lack 
of confidence and hampering the prosperity 
of the country. 

Mr. Tiers is a publicist and economist and 
his suggestions have been received in this 
city with more than passing interest. Inthe 
letter he says: 

As a possible means to protect the legiti- 
mate business interests, the wage earners 
and bread winners of the whole country from 
untold injury due to industrial stagnation, I 
respectfully suggest that the necessary 
steps be taken to prevent the interstate 
transmission and publication of stock ex- 
change quotations. 

As stock exchange quotations are large- 
ly the reports of mere gambling transac- 
tions, I believe their wide transmission and 
publication could be legally prohibited in 
the tame manner or upon the same grounds 
as Louisiana lotteries and other such gam- 
bling transactions are now prohibited by the 
national government. 

„There will probably be no better oppor- 
tunity than at present to practically put an 
end to ‘ bucket shops’ and stock exchanges 
and the whole chain of consequent evils. 

„ Believing that this would be an effec- 
tive remedy for many evils, I sincerely urge 
you to consider the suggestion.

| The failure was considered of no impor- 
tance in the street from a financial point 
of view, but it was the all absorbing sub- 
ject of conversation there when it became 
known that the reason the brokers gave for 
their trouble was that Richard Canfield of 
Forty-fourth street, Saratoga, and other 
places “had welched. 

The firm was composed entirely of young 
men and was formed only two years ago. 8. 
Frederic Mills, J. Harry Masson Jr., and 
Philip O. Mills are the three partners. Philip 
O. Mills, who is the board member, has been 
out of college only two years. He was in 
the class of 1905 at Harvard. He was sec- 
retary of his class and played on the varsity 
football team for three years. 


Brokers’ Youth Led to Fall. 

It was suggested that the youth of the 
members accounted partly for the fact that 
last August Richard Canfield was allowed to 
open an account. At first he was onthebear 
side and made big profits. There was no 
trouble between him and his brokers then. 
That did not begin to develop until he turned 
to the bull side early this year, and his profits 
began to slip away in the slump which fol- 
lowed. 

As to what happened after the tide turned 
with Canfield, the stories presented by him 
and Mills Brothers’ side differ materially. 
‘The only point they agreed on was that the 
whole matter would be brougn: to the law 
courts.

Manila Police Suppress Use of 
Insurrectionary Emblems. 


DRASTIC ACTION APPROVED.

Government Officials Sanction Curb Put 
on Crowing: Nationalists. ~ 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO: TRIBUNE. ] 

MANILA, Aug. 22.—The police have been 
ordered to suppress the sale and exhibition 
of Katipunan (insurrectionary) flags and 
emblems. It is currently believed that resort 
to drastic measures have received the ap- 
proval of the authorities at Washington. 

The victorious nationalists flaunt this se- 
cret society flag on every occasion, and Amer- 
icans are indignant at «he implied ingult to 
the American flag. 

Meanwhile the veteran army and a com- 
mittee formed of some of the best citizens 
of Manila have completed arrangements for 
a patriotic massmeeting. Delegations from 
Cavite, Fort McKinley, and other nearby 
places will attend. The meeting will dis- 
cuss means of preventing further insult to 
the United States flag. 

The Americans here are profoundly in 
earnest and are thoroughly opposed to the 
unlicensed exhibition of insurrectionary em- 
blems that has been prevalent since the 
assembly elections. The Philippine commis- 
sion probably will adopt some legislation 
against a continuance of the practice.

Falls While Playing Tennis and 
Sprains Ankle—Fourth Accident 
in Eight Years.

Again at Cadinen 
in 1002 the empress fell while stepping out 
of a steam launch and twisted one of her 
ankles, which kept her in bed for several 
days. 

She was thrown from her horse while out 
riding in the Gruenewald, near Berlin, m 1908, 
breaking her right forearm. The emperor 
himself set her arm and bound it up with 
bark splints. 


RUSS REIGN OF TERROR GOES ON 


Skirmishes with Smugglers and Death 
Verdicts of Courts Martial Claim 
Many Victims. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 22.—The statis- 
tics regarding contraband during the year 
1906 show that the corps of frontier guards 
made 11,600 arrests. seizing altogether $66,- 
000 worth of smuggled goods.

Without Chance of Retalia- 
tion Tells on Nerves. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) -_ 
TANGIER, Aug. 22.—“asablanca was again 
attacked by Moorish tribesmen yesterday. 
The Moors completely enveloped the city 
and advanced almost to the French position 
in the face of a terrific bombardment from 
land and sea. : 

This attack was repulsed, but soon after @ 
great mass of mounted Moors charged down 
the valley, coming within a few hundred 
yards.of Gen. Driide’s artillery before they 
were checked. This charge was made under 
cover of a heavy fog and it was only the 
fortuitous lifting of the fog, which permitted 
the batteries ashore and afloat to shell the 
massed horsemen with deadly effect, that 
saved the day for the French. The Moors 
had charged up to the French trenches be- 
fore.they turned back. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon Gen. Drude 
moved forward his field guns to a ridge sit- 
uated about four miles from the camp, 
whence he shelled the Moors, who were then 
in flight eastward. 


Moors Show Dauntless Courage. 

The features of yesterday's attack were 
the reckless courage of one large body of 
Moors and the comparative inefficiency of 
the French fire. Once during the fight a 
great horde of Arab horsemen galloped 
againet the French position over open coun- 
try in close formation, ignoring all modern 
aws of attack. Every gun on the warships © 
and ashore opened fire on them, and in @ 
moment they were riding amid a torrent of 
bursting shells and shrapnel. A big shell 
from the cruiser Gloire that landed in the 
middie of the Arabs was the first telling shot 
of the hurricane. 

It seemed as if nothing could daunt them 
until at length they came within range of the 
French infantry, which poured into them vol- 
ey after volley. Notwithstanding this the 
‘Moors came within 400 yards of the French 
trenches before they wavered. Further 
effort was beyond their power. 

Their horses were spent and many of them 
were riderless. The Moors had ridden nearly 
two miles under conditions that were sup- 
posed to be impossible against modern 


weapons. They turned and rode back amid 
an unceasing hail of shrapnel and rifle bul- 
lets. . 


Advantage All with the Moors. 
Despite their repulses, the strategic sit- 
uation is completely in the hands of the 


complete cover and deliver attacks at un- 
expected points. The great guns of the 
warships no longer frighten the Moors. 
Their marksmen creep close to the crowded 
camp, fire a shot, and then flee. Their 
horsemen appear boldly on the sky line of © 
the hills, draw the fire of the French artil- 
lery, and vanish, to reappear at another 
point a few hundred yards away. 

The French troops keenly feel their hu- 
millating position and hope they will 0 
have permission to advance. : 

It is reported here that the rebellious 
tribes around Casablanca have received let- 
ters from Mulalel Hafid, the sultan’s brother, 
promising his early arrival among them. 
He advises them in the meantime to refrain 
from attacking the Europeans. 

The Spanish consul at Mogador, Moroces, 
has confirmed by telegraph the report of 
the proclamation of Mulaiel Hafid as sultan. 


French Won't March to Fez. 

PARIS, Aug. 22.—Adolphe Maujan, under- 
secretary of the interior, announced officially 
tonight that Gen. Drude had been ordered 
to disperse only those trikeemen found with- 
in six to ten miles of Casablanca.

Merit Board Expunges the Ree- 
ord of Inspector’s Resignation.

Declares Former Chief of Police Sent 
in Fictitious Report. 


The first step needed to get ex-Inepector 
Patrick J. Lavin back on the police force 
was taken yesterday. The civil service com- 
mission wiped the record of his purported 
resignation off its books and accused former 
Chief Collins of sending it false and ficti- 
tious ’’ reports. 

In the case of Inspector Hunt the comis- 
sion put the record in such shape that Hunt 
can go into court and prove his right to the 
position he now holds. It is expected Lavin 
will have to go into court also, but favorable 
action by Chief Shippy, based on a favorable 
opinion from the corporation counsel, might 
make this unnecessary. pm 

Maj. Edgar B. Tolman, former corporation 
counsel, who is attorney for both Hunt and 
Lavin, said he had not decided yet exactly 
what further action he would take in the 
Lavin case, but he would sue for $172 salary 
coming to Inspector Hunt for the twenty- 
three days he has acted since he was rein- 
stated and which the civil service commis- 
sion refused to allow at a recent session. 


Lavin May Appeal to Court. 

The commission ordered the approval of the 
resignation of the inspector expunged from 
its records on the ground former Chief Col- 
lins had sent it a false copy of Lavin’s letter. 
It ordered Chief Shippy to sendit a true copy 
of the letter. 

The result of this is that if Lavin has to 
go into court *«eeking reinstatement he can 
set up the plea that in accepting his resigna- 
tion Collins violated the civil service law 


‘and the acceptance was therefore invalid. 


In the real letter Lavin made the statement 
that he understood Collins was actuated by 
personal hostilities against him in bringing 
the charges of which he was acquitted, that 
Collins had used his entire power as chief 
of police in trying to prove them, and added: 

If my information is correct I wish you 
would accept this resignation at once.“ 

The letter Collins sent the civil service 
commission simply said: 

1 hereby tender my resignation to take 
effect this date.“ 

Maj. Tolman contends that Collins, in ac- 
cepting the resignation with the qualifying 
clause in it, acknowledged he was guilty 
of the acts Lavin charged, and by leaving 
out this qualifying clause in the letter sent 
to the civil service commission he purposely 
deceived that body. 


Collins Censured in Finding. 

The finding of the commission reads: 

That the report of John M. Collins, former 
chief of police, filed in this office on Nov. 8, 
1906, purporting to report the resignation of 
Inspector Patrick J. Lavin, contained the 
words copy attached,“ which said purport- 
ed copy so attached and referred to, this com- 
mission finds was false and fictitious, and 
that no such paper was ever transmitted by 
said Lavin to the then general superintendent 
of police. 

Said commission also finds that the civil 
service commission of the city of Chicago, on 
Nov. 12, 1906, indorsed upon said report of 
resignation the approval of the commission, 
and, since such action was based upon the 
fictitious document, as aforesaid, this com- 
mission declares said approval to be of no 
effect. This finding, however, does not change 
the status of said Lavin before this commis- 
sion, as it is unable to find any rule or law 
requiring resignations to be approved by this 
body. 

And this commission hereby directs the 
general superintendent of police to forward 
to this office a true and correct copy of the 
instrument on which said report of resigna- 
tion was baséd, and the action of the then 
general superintendent of police thereon.“ 

Case Is Up to Brundage. 

It is understood, uowever, that Corporation 
Counsel Brundage thinks the approval of the 
commission is necessary before a resignation 
becomes effective. Should he rule that way 
when he returns to the city the action of the 
commission automatically restores Lavin to 
his job. 


FEES FOR INSPECTOR, NOT CITY 


Legal Opinion Given That Municipality 
Cannot Collect from the Standard 
Oil Company. 


City Controller Wilson has asked Corpora- 
tion Counsel Brundage whether or not Oil 
Inspector Andrews is bound to make reports 
to him of the fees collected for oil inspection. 
His reason is that he wants to collect a bill of 
$40,000 for gasoline and naphtha inspection 
for two years which the Standard Oil com- 
ny has refused to pay. 

In Mr. Brundage’s absence the request 

nt to Assistant Corporation Counsel Will- 
iam Barge, who did not pass on the Andrews 
question but gave an opinion in the gasoline 
and naphtha case which covers the other 
point. He held the money could not be col- 
lected, because in the Robert E. Burke case 
the State Supreme court had held the city 
had no right to these fees, they belonging to 
the inspector. 

Inspector Andrews was appointed under 
the state law sustained by the court allowing 
him all the fees, and his claim is he does not 
have to make any reports to the city. Mr. 
Barge's opinion practically sustains him. 

Exactly how much these fees amount to 
nobody but the oil inspector has ever exactly 
known. They are rougply estimated at about 
$25,000 a year.

Far out from the turmoil of the smoky, 
crowded city, though within fits corporate 
limits, out where the spring chickens, care 
free, chase the grasshoppers all day long 
in the wild clover, where the cahbage patches 
thrive amid the open wastes of pollen ladened 
weeds, the city sleep problem has stirre4 the 
semi-rural confines of Marlboro, formerly 
known as Englewood-on-the-Hill. 

Just at present the Mariboro Improvement 
association has laid on tlie table such 
passive troubles as whether or not the elec- 
tric car company will succeed in getting a 
line across the Pennsylvania railroad tracks 
in West Sixty-ninth street; just why sald 
association was summarily ousted from the 
waiting room of the railroad station where 
for years it held its semi-monthly meetings; 
how taxes can be lowered, and other ques- 
tions of moment, and is concerning itself 
deeply in an endeavor to solve the “ sleep 
problem.”’ 

Those who don't sleep can't work,“ said 
Wilbur Folk, president of the improvement 
association yesterday, and it has come to 
such a pass that sleep for the residents of 
Marlboro is pretty much out of the question.“ 


Locomotives Make Night Hideous. 


It isn’t the early morning honks of the 
many wabbly legged geese or the crowing 
of roosters before daylight that is disturbing 
the sleep of the Marlboro people. The sleep- 
ers have eneountered a more formidable 
foe. Big, screeching locomotives are making 
the night hideous, it is said. And more trou- 
ble in sight, for more locomotives are com- 
ing. The improvement association has as- 
certained that the Pennsylvania railroad in- 
tends to extend its yards from West Fifty- 
fifth street south to West Sixty-ninth street, 
which would make its tracks through Marl- 
boro 300 feet wider than is the present area. 

In reply to an 9 to compel the rail- 
road company to sist from continuous 
whistling serenades, Corporation Counsel 
Brundage yesterday gave encouragement to 
the improvement association. * 

“I think Iwill have to suggest to the mayor 
that the city have a new department, and ap- 
point over it a slggp commissioner;‘seems to 
me this city is getting awfully noisy,” ex- 
claimed Attorney Brundage with a sigh. 
There is a city ordinance against undue 
amount of whistling by locomotives.” 


Engineers Rival Performers. 


In the letter to Mr. Brundage, Secretary F. 
A. Lindquist of the improvement associa- 
tion declared that there was a sort of vaude- 
ville rivalry between the engineers of the 
Pennsylvania, the Chicago Terminal and 
Transfer railroad, and the latter's tenants, 
the Baltimore and Ohio and the Pére Mar- 
quette, which run through Marlboro. The 
twelve tracks running through the suburb, 
adjacent to one another, are especially busy 
with freight traffic during the night. The 
real contest between the engineers is to be 
first in signaling the semaphore keeper at 
seventy-fifth street, where the Wabash rail- 
road and the Belt line cross. They begin at 
about Sixty-seventh street to signal. 

President Folk of the improvement asso- 
ciation, who is president also of the Irving 
Coal company, adjoining the tracks at Sixty- 
ninth street, lives at 6740 Winchester av- 
enue, four blocks from the railroad.

This article was designed to secure sufficient 
funds for the consolidated Chicago. 

The city is authorized to levy a tax of 5 per 
cent annually, exclusive of the amount necessary 
for interest on bond and to pay the bonds when 
due. This makes possible an increase of net 
revenue for ordinary expenses of about $6,000,000 
on the basis of the present valuation. 


The mathematical problem here presented 
is so simple that every taxpayer can under- 
stand that, according to Foreman himself, 
the new charter makes possible a tax increase 
for ordinary city expenses of more than 41 per 
cent over the taxes levied for 1905. 

Ald. Bennett cannot overcome this tax 
issue raised by Ald. Foreman. The license 
fees to be imposed under the new charter 
are in addition to the general taxes that may 
be levied. 


Quotes Law to Federation. 


Now, as to another point. A committee of 
the Civic federation has seen fit to go into 
print in defense of the new charter. No ob- 
jection could be raised to their literary ef- 
fort were it not for the fact that these gen- 
tlemen have seen fit, by innuendo, to ques- 
tion the motives of the leaders of the per- 
sonal liberty movement. 

For their benefit I feel impelled to quote 
some law. 

The so-called blue laws" were first 
passed in 1845 and reénacted as part of our 
criminal code in 1874. 


These laws, among other things, attempt | 


to regulate the sale of intoxicating liquors 
on Sunday. 

In 1875 the people of Chicago adopted the 
present city charter, which grants the city 
council the power to license, regulate, and 
prohibit the selling or giving away of intox- 
icating liquor im the city of Chicago. 

The Supreme court has declared that this 
leaves the whole subject to the absolute and 
unrestricted discretion of the municipal au- 
thorities. 

By the provisions of the present charter 
all laws inconsistent with the powers of the 
city council are no longer in force. In other 
words, the blue laws of 1874 are dead in 
Chicago if the city council has exercised its 
power to regulate. And this it has done by 
the passage of the 1 o’clock closing ordli- 
nance, the bar permit ordinance, and the 
ordinance which provides the manner in 
which saloons shall be conducted on Sunday. 


Swept Away by New Charter. 


All this is swept away by the new charter. 
By its terms the legislative powers of the 
city council are made subject to all existing 
laws of the state. This mens that present 
ordinances regulating the sale of liquor will 
become void. It also means that the ob- 
noxious Sunday laws will be revived. The 
power of the city council to regulate the sale 
of liquor is expressly made subject to the 
general laws of the state. 

It was mainly because of this phraseology 
of the new charter that the United Societies 
protested to the charter convention, and this 
convention unanimously adopted the two 
resolutions as presented by the United So- 
cieties, whether sincerely or not, is not an 
issue at present. 

In the face of all this the Civic federation 
committee has the courage—I do not charge 
its members with ignorance—to say that the 
new charter does not touch upon the Sunday 
laws and that we are led into opposition ona 
false issue. 

The vote at the special charter election will 
no doubt convince some eminent reformers 
that they are not in touch with the wishes 
and sentiments of the large majority of the 
people of Chicago. JOHN KOELLING,

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S'DEATH, SAYS MERRY MAYOR 


Elgin’s Executive Has Bomb 
Ready if He Is Impeached. 


WILL BLAST TWENTY MEN. 


| Warns Leading Citizens to Look Out’ 
in Case Church People Act. 


Impeachment proceedings are almost cer- 
tain to be brought against Arwin E. Price, 
Elgin’s erratic mayor, but last night he 
threatened if they were started to bring 
serious charges against at least twenty prom- 
ment citizens of hiscity. 

In addition to impeachment proceedings 
there is talk among the church people of 
having Mayor Price placed on the black list 
of the Elgin saloons There is a city ordi- 
nance against furnishing liquor to persons 
whose habits have been questioned. 

1 dare them to impeach me,“ said the 
mayor. “They can try if they wish, but 
I'll say right zow, if they do I'll prefer 
serious charges against twenty of the most 
prominent citizens in Elgin. I'll stit up the 
whole town.“ | 

He wouldn't say what the charges were. 

“ They'll be serious enough to make them 
want to leave town in a hurry,” he said. 
These men are the most prominent in the 
business, social, and professional life of El- 
gin, and they know who I mean when I make 
the statement and know that I can prove 
charges against them.“ 


Keeps Town in Uproar. 

The mayor, it is said, returned Tuesday 
night from a jollification that lasted several 
days and ever since has been keeping the 
town in a state of excitement, which reached 
its climax Wednesday night when he fell 
upon Edward Roach, a real estate man, and 
gave him a severe beating, smashing up 
his typewriter, while under the impression 
that he was a reporter on the Elgin Courier. 
Price doesn't like reporters. After the as- 
sault the mayor was led to the police sta- 
tion by one of his own policemen, but was 
not locked up. 

Price went around to Roach yesterday 
morning and apologized. 

Tou see, your office adjoins that of the 
Courier,“ he said, ‘‘and when I saw you at 
the typewriter I thought sure you were a 
reporter. At that moment I wasn’t particu- 
lar who I licked, just so he was a reporter. 
I wasn’t exactly responsible and I hope 
you'll pass it over.“ 

Roach said he'd let bygones be bygones, 
but didn’t Price think he was acting in an 
undignified manner, to say the least? The 
mayor admitted he was. 


Mayor Defends Official Life. 

When it came to discussing his conduct 
following the threat of impeachment pro- 
ceedings, Mayor Price was in a distinctly 
‘hestile humor. 

„My personal habits,“ he declared, have 
nothing to do th my conduct as mayor. 
Nothing for which I have been criticised has 
been at variance with the established rules 
of official conduct. I guess it shows what 
kind of a mayor I’ve been when I’ve been 
elected five times. 

Ald. James Fletcher is the man who is ex- 
pected to bring the impeachment proceed- 
ings up before the city council next Tues- 
day. He said that a petition would be neces- 
sary first. Personally, he would not circu- 
late the petition. 


Church People May Act. 

While this talk was going on the church 
people and other moralists of the city dis- 
cussed the advisability of having Mayor Price 
Placed on the blacklist of Elgin's saloons, 
Under the ordinance if any saloonkeeper sells 
liquor to a man who has been blacklisted his 
license may be revoked. 

There also was talk by the reporters of the 
town of having Price bound over to keep the 
peace. 2 

Mayor Price's eccentricities became first 
manifest Tuesday evening. He officiated ax 
chief pop salesman at a benefit entertainment 
given at Lord’s park for Park Supt. David 
Walker, who is going to Scotland. 

Price is a rich marble dealer and paving 
contractor, 50 years old. He has a wife and 
daughter. He has been mayor of Elgin, one 
term or another, for eleven years, and last 
April was re#lected by the largest majority 
he ever received. 

In the event of impeachment proceedings 
it-is stated that out of fourteen aldermen he 
can count on the support of but five.

‘A PENITENT NOW. 


Corporations Are Crying 
| for Quarter. 


lieves Prosecution for Past 
Offenses Should Cease. 


A concerted cry for quarter and for absolu- 
tion for past sins pending good behavior is 
the response of the corporations to President 
Roosevelt's announced determination to con- 
tinue his rigorous enforcement of the law 
against the crimes of capital. Indications 
that the capitulation is general all along the 
line are numerous both in Chicago and New 
York. 

Wall street’s appeal for a truce in the war 
as uttered by Jacob Schiff in an interview 
suggesting a more pacific policy to the admin- 
istration was applauded by western business 
men yesterday. Unlike the Wall street mag- 
nates, Chicago financiers are not afraid of the 
country’s going to the dogs if the president 
continues his policy, but they think it would 
benefit business interests generally if the ad- 
ministration were to drop all prosecutions of 
past offenses and look only to future viola- 
tions. 

While concurring thus far in the Wall street 
view, the local financiers strongly indorse the 
Roosevelt policy. They admit that without 
its vigorous application the corporations 


never would naß been taught to obey the 
law. 5 


Now Coax Instead of Bluff. 

There was a good deal of interest among all 
kinds of business interests in the conciliatory 
Schiff interview, which absolved the presi- 
dent from all blame for the present financial 
unrest, and delicately hinted at the possibil- 
ity of the corporations arranging for a truce 
with the government. 

It's a shrewd move,“ said one big busij- 
ness man, who takes a cynical view of Wail 
street. They found they couldn't bluff 
Roosevelt. Now they are trying to coax him. 
In that Schiff interview they are handing him 
the first sugar coated pill. It's a great vie- 
tory for the president, and duly appreciated 
by the people. The corporations have sur- 
rendered, and in the long run it will be a 
good thing for the business interests of the 
country.“ 

One curious thing is the reversal of the at - 
titude of leading financial interests on the 
character of prosecution they would recom- 
mend to the government. A few years ago 
the capitalists were advising the government 
that, if it must prosecute some one, please to 
go after the corporation and let the officers 
alone. 

Officers, who could be imprisoned. eagerly 
hid behind the corporation, which could only 
be fined. But since the overwhelming Stand- 
ard Oil fine and the ensuing stock slump the 
shoe appears to be on the other foot. Now it 
is said the capitalists should be imprisoned, if 
found gullty, so long as the government will 
go light on the corporation and its thousands 
of stockholders. This new attitude on the 
part of financial interests was clearly ex- 
pressed by John J. Mitchell, president of the 
Illinois Trust and Savings bank and the 
owner of large interests in the Chicago and 
Alton and other railroads. 


Speak for Tariff Revision. 

George M. Reynolds, president of the Con- 
tinental National bank, said that whatever 
financial disturbance actually exists is con- 
fined’ to Wall street and is not noticeable in 
the west. He indorsed Roosevelt and de- 
clared for tariff revision. 

Leon Mandel expressed it as his opinion 
that the country’s prosperity was beginning 
to show signs of an unnatural growth and 
that the present curtailment of the volume of 
business was bound to appear independently 
of the president’s war on the corporations. 
He said that the Roosevelt policy should 
be continued and that business interests had 
nothing to fear from an impartial enforce- 
ment ot the law. He also advocated tariff re- 
vision. 


Thinks Rebating Is Ended. 
„ was much pleased with Mr. Schiff's in- 
ter view, said Mr. Mitchell. I think in a 
polite way Mr. Schiff has made some valuable 
observations worthy the attention of the gov- 
ernment. 
But I believe that it is now time for the 
administration to look to the future rather 
than to deal with offenses of the past. It 
may be that it was necessary for the admin- 
istration to take the vigorous steps it has in 
order to convince the people that President 
Roosevelt was sincere. But I belleve this be- 
lief has been established, and to that extent 
there has been accomplished what was prob- 
ably sought to be done. : 
I now think that it would be well for gen- 
eral confidence not to further pursue corpo- 
rations for past misdeeds, but to let it be 
understood that from this time on laws will 
have to be obeyed and the managers of corpo- 
rations be prosecuted for unlawful acts. . 


Fears Many Receiverships. 

“To assess fines to the limit, such as was 
done in the case of Standard Oil, would mean 
receiverships for the largest concerns in the 
country. It is the fear of action similar to 
that against the Standard Oil that disturbs 
the inmocent shareholders in other corpora- 
tione. The stockholders know that their 
companies have probally violated laws just 
as the Standard Oil did and are equally sub- 
ject to attack. | 
“In the matter of tariff revision, I think 
every one ‘believes there should be some re- 
ductions. Some tariffs are absurdly high 
and others have become practically a dead 
letter. 
„As to the railroads, I want to say further 
I believe the different state legislatures have 
been more damaging to the roads than the 
fedcral government. The Chicago and North- 
western, for instance, found that in six states 
through which it runs there were pending 
in the legislatures last winter 2,000 different 
hills designed to tax or regulate roads.“ 


Wall Street Too Provincial. 

Mr. Reynolds did not hesitate to express 
his belief that a large part of the alarm over 
business conditions evinced by Wall street 
is fictitious. 

Mr. Mandel recalled the fact that a year 
ago he had predicted a curtailment in the 
volume of business.

SPENDS $10,000 TO GATHER 
OLD COMMAND FOR OUTING. 


Gen. W. J. Palmer Pays Expenses for 
Survivors of Union Regiment in 
Colorado Mountain Trip. 


Colorado Springs, Colo., Aug. 22.—[Special. } 
It has cost Gen. W. J. Palmer $10,000 to 
sound the assembly that will rally about 
him for a six days’ outing survivors of his old 
command of civil war days. He led the Fif- 
teenth Pennsylvania cavalry, and of this reg- 
iment 200, nearly all that remain, have re- 
sponded to the call. The entire expense of 
the trip, including railroad-fares from many 
points of the United States, are being borne 
by Gen. Palmer. 

A spegial train, starting! from New York, 
picked up all those who were to attend the 
reunion along its route. Others have had 
their transportation sent to them. 

The outing will be spent among the moun- 
tains of Colorado, and it is the intention that 


many of the old customs shall prevail at the 
outing. 


Famous Illinois in Reunion. 

Bloomington, III., Aug. 22,—[{ Special. ]}—Sur- 
vivors of the famous Ninety-fourth regiment 
of Illinois volunteers met here in twenty- 
fourth annual reunion today. Many states 
of the west were represented. A pathetic 
feature was the roll call by companies, the 
original roster being used. Of the 2,500 
names on the rolls but a few hundred survive. 
The reunion this year may be the last. The 
regiment was mustered in in 1862. It was 
disbanded July 1, 1865, after campaigning 
through six states without a single defeat or 
repulse. 


ROBBERY CAUSE OF MURDER 
. BY AN UNFROCKED PRIEST. 


State Claims Evidence Will Rend Mys- 
tery About Former Polish Church- 
man Who Killed Kin at Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 22.—[{Special.]—From 
the office of the Allegheny county coroner 
tonight comes the announcement that mys- 
tery no longer surrounds the double murder 
of Aug. 8, when Ludweg Swewyzer, the un- 
frocked Polish priest of Chicago shot and 
killed Andrew and Stephen Starzynski in 
their hotel at 1111 Carson sfreet. 

Coroner Joseph G. Armstrong and his dep- 
uty, Thomas H. Laidley, declare they have 
secured positive evidence that the motive of 
the crime was robbery. Witnesses will ap- 
pear at the inquest on Monday and give testi- 
mony that Swewyzer murdered the two men 
for their money. a 
That Swewyzer had committed robbery just 
five days before the murder, it is said, was 
also ascertained. This and his alleged con- 
duct with the Sprow woman had so dis- 
gusted the Starzynski brothers that they had 
driven him desperate by telling him that he 
must leave the house on the day he killed 
them.

BANKS WITH GOLD 


One in Every Eight Has Mon- 
ey in State Savings Bank; 
Great Gains in Chicago. 


BANKERS NEW IN FIELD. 


Immense Possibilities Beginning 
to Dawn Upon Financiers; 
Novel Reasons for Deposits. — 


That the people of Chicago and Illinois are 
hardheaded and thrifty is evidenced by the 
fact that one out of every eight in the state 
has a savings account in a state bank. The 
percentage is increased nearly one-half by 
including the number of those having cer- 
tificates of deposit and checking accounts in 
the national banks. 

A report made by Auditor of Public Ac- 


counts McCullough shows there are 605,918 
depositors in the state banks, and it is an in- 


teresting fact that 149,000 are enrolled om the 
books of one Chicago institution. On a basis 
of $400 to each savings account, and bankers 
give this as a conservative estimate. the peo- 
ple of Illinois have upward of $250,000,000 in 
savings accounts alone. 

In this matter of savings accounts Chicago 
has made wonderful progress in the last few 
years. The last issue of the Chicago Bank 
Reports shows savings deposits in state 
banks to be $160,900,674, whereas individual 
checking accounts in the national banks ag- 
gregate $129,568,567. Then to these must be 
added the demand certificates of deposits of 
$7,283,996 in national banks, and the checking 
accounts of $147,139,274 in the savings banks, 
which yields a grand total of $444,887,513. 


Tale of a Golden Flood. 

To show the growth one has but to go back 
to 1890 when the savings accounts in Chi- 
cago banks were only $12,353,088 and ten 
years later they had grown to $55,528,282. 
Since 1890 they have gone up by leaps and 
bounds. An increase of over $13,000,000, or 
more than the total of a decade before, was 
shown in 1901, but it was not until two years 
later that the savings crosged the $100,000,000 
mark. The gains since thén have been start- 
ling. In 1903 there were, in round numbers, 
$109,000,000, in 1904 $123,000,000, in 1905 $145,- 
000,000, in 1906 $151,000,000, and this year an 
increase of about $12,000,000 is looked for. 

One reason for this advance in the savings 
bank showing. outside of the great prosperity 
of the country, is that only recently bankers 
came to realize its immense possibilities, 
Within the last five years five or six of the 
big financial institutions of Chicago have 
established savings departments and the 
money of the poor and near-poor has poured 
into them in a golden flood. 


Easy to Handle Accounts. 

One old banker, discussing this point yes- 
terday, said: 

A few years ago it was held there was 
no money in savings because the accounts 
were nearly always small. Experience has 
shown, however, that one man can handle 
$1,000,000 easily, whereas it requires six men 
in our bank for each million dollars we have 
in commercial business.” 

Strange to say, bankers hold that beyonda 
certain point general prosperity is not the 
best thing for the growth of savings 4ac- 
counts. The reason ascribed for this is that 
few grow rich on the 3 per cent interest 
paid by the savings banks and the desire 
to make money in speculation compensates 
the savings depositor for the loss in security 
afforded by the bank account. This sugges- 
tion was made by F. L. Wilk, vice president 
of thé Union Trust company. 

Whenever one of the great industrial 
companies increases its capital stock we 
look for a reduction ih our savings depart- 
ment,“ he said. “Then again some one 
makes a good investment in real estate and 
the desire to do likewise strikes one of our 
savings depositors. In nearly all cases. how- 
ever, the habit has been formed and he im- 
mediately starts another one.“ 

What causes a person to start saving? 
Well, I believe one of the greatest incentives 
is to save until there is a good roll.“ 


Novel Reasons for Saving. 

It is but natural that there would be many 
unique reasons for saving. Not the least of 
these is the saloonkeeper who each day de- 
posits $5 in the Mutual bank to pay his l- 
cense fee, and a close second is the negro 
porter who deposits his daily tips. Another 
interesting depositor in that bank is a legless 
man who-peddles leadpencils. Pierre Cole- 
man, assistant cashier in the Mutual bank, is 
responsible for the assertion that one-fourth 
of those who start savings accounts withdraw 
them the first two months. 
Many of the banks have special featuresto 
draw trade, 10 

A peculiar thing in connection with the 
conduct of savings banks is thé decline of the 
little iron bank. The reason for this, accord- 
ing to an experienced banker, is that there 18 
nothing which will make a person save. 
‘** Especially is this true of women,“ he added.

This was the gist of the action of the con- 
test committee of the Chicago Motor club, 
which held a meeting at the New Southern 
yesterday afternoon.

No contesting 
car will be allowed to pdss the pilot under 
penalty of disqualification, and the pilot will

A six hour time limit will be placed on the 
affair, and cars finishing outside the limit 
will not be figured in the reckoning. ‘The 
distance of the run will be 100 miles approx- 
imately, and the weighing in will take. piace 
at Highlands on the way back. 

While no definite action has been taken 
on the rules, it is more than probabie the 
same system so successfully used last year 
will be trieda handicap in which the reck- 
oning is done by multiplying the weight of 
the car, with occupants, by the gasoline con- 
sumption in ounces. 

There will be only one prize, and that will 
be a $850 silver cup, which, it is said, will be 
one of the finest yet offered in a motoring 
contest in this country. The cup will be 
shown on the row in a few days. 


CAR BREAKS NEW YORK RECORD. 


Franklin Four Cylinder Machine Makes 
Trip from Chicago in 39 Hours 
and 53 Minutes. 


The twenty-eight horse power four cylinder 
Franklin car whfth left Chicago Wednesday 
at 3 a. m. In an attempt to lower the New 
York record arrived at its destination yester- 
day at 7:58 p. m., having exceeded the expec- 
tations of the officials of the Franklin com- 
pany. 

The time for the 1,050 miles was 39:53:00, 
breaking the old record, held by a six cylin- 
der car of similar make, of 56:57:00, by seven- 
teen hours and four minutes. The average 
time made was about twenty-eight miles an 
hour during the entire trip, and with the 
exceptions of a stop caused by a gypsy wagon 
and of one hour at Buffalo, brought about by 
the nonappearance of the relief driver, there 
were no lengthy delays. 

The best time made was between Erie and 
Buffalo, a distance of ninety-six miles, cov- 
ered in two hours and fifty-five minutes, or 
an average of thirty-two miles an hour. The 
time made was better than is done by some 
railways and marks the progress of the mo- 
tor car. The delay at Buffalo was caused 
when C. S. Carris, who was relieved at Cleve- 
land, failed to arrive ahead of the car, al- 
though he came by train. It was the plan of 
the Franklin company to beat fifty hours, and 
the time made not only surprised those inter- 
ested but the officials themselves. The car 
had but one accident to its tires.

REPLACING PAVEMENTS. 


When Chicago streets are torn up for 
purposes of the gas, telephone, or 


é electric light companies a bond is required 


that the street be restored to its former 
condition. The city could make some 
money by collecting on those bonds. 
Property owners would be better pleased 
if specific performance of the agreement 
were insisted upon. At present neither 
course is followed, 

During the last administration property 
owners sometimes found it expedient 10, 
hire private inspectors to insist. upon good 
work by public corporations or contract- 
ors. That should no longer be necessary. 
It is an open and notorious fact that pave- 
ments once dug up are never replaced in 
as good condition as they were found, un- 
less the street is repaved. The city can 
better afford to pay the salary of a few 
more inspectors than to let this go on. 
Forfeited bonds will pay the legal ex- 
penses and the cost of inspection until it 
becomes a matter of course that con- 
tractors do what they agree to. 

If the pavement torn up is asphalt, 
sometimes it is surfaced over so as to look 
as good as new. But the foundation has not 
been properly driven down, and in a short 
time a hollow shows where the faulty 
foundation has yielded. In the case »f 
block pavements the blocks are put back 
helter skelter and the spaces between not 
properly filled. Macadamized pavements 
are dug up and dumped back without 
that careful arrangement of material 
which gives them their wearing qualities, 


‘This ought not to be allowed. 


The money loss caused by not replacing 
pavements falls in part upon the owners 
of adjacent property, partly upon the city 
as a whole. The inconvenience is felt by 
all who drive over such a street, while the 


‘ unsightliness of bad payements is a dis- 


credit to the city and an injury to the

money on streets to- have good ones. Con- 
tractors and public corporations should be 
compelled to do the work for Which they 
draw huge revenues. | 


* PROVIDING NEW PARKS. 

The urgent demands of the people in 
the southeastern section of the city for 
increased park facilities seem to have 
made an impression upon the south park 
commissioners. South Chicago, Hege-« 
wisch, Irondale, Burnside, and Grand 
Crossing want to have something’ done 
soon. There is good reason why prompt 
steps should be taken to meet the needs 
of a growing population. | | 
Nearly everything that has been said 
in favor of the small parks in the more 
thickly settled parts of the city applies 
with equal force to the outskirts. The 
citizens of the places mentioned are large- 
ly working folk who live together in close 
quarters without many of the improve- 
ments which long years have brought to 
residents of older parts of Chicago. They 
need recreation grounds for themselves 
and their children. They ought to have 
them soon. | 
The economy of buying the needed land 
before property becomes too high priced 
is apparent. So far as the system is con- 
cerned that is settled. Chicago is 
pledged to the park idea. Its spacious 
recreation grounds are found north, west, 
and south. Connecting these is a chain 
of boulevards under park control. Here 
and there are many small parks which 
have long since proved their value in 
building up the health and eivie pride of 
their patrons. To add a few links to the 
great chain is not the difficult thing which 
starting out anew would be. If the funds 
are available steps should be taken to ex- 
tend the parks already established in the 
southeastern section and to lay out new 
grounds where little attention has thus 
far been given to the needs of the people. 


IN HONOR OF FULTON. 

If the spirit of Robert Fulton hap- 
pened to be flitting over the Hudson river 
near New York City at or about 1 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon it might have felt 
gratified at the volume of cruel and un- 
usual noises which were permitted to es- 
cape from the steamers, ferry boats, and 
tugs for the space of thirty seconds. 
This was New York’s expressive but in- 
expensive way of celebrating the trip of 
the Clermont up the Hudson just 100 
years ago. Even the persistent lady at the 
head of the anti-noise committee could not 


|} find it in her heart to enjoin this tribute 


to the distinguished navigator, and for 
once the abomination of protracted river 
whistling went without protest. 

Beyond this hurried and noisy testimo- 
nial of remembrance, “Fulton day” in 
New York does not seem to have excited 


much popular enthusiasm. Some time ago 


za a committee was duly and ceremoniously 


appointed te take action relative to some 
notable project in honor of Fulton, but 
while the scheme was generously ap- 
plauded as an excellent and appropriate 
idea, the great heart of New York re- 
fused to be touched and the great purse 
remained’ unopen. It was admitted that 
the honor of Fulton’s achievement be- 
longed pretminently to New York, and 


was due from the state which witnessed 
his greatest triumph, but that was 100 
years ago; these are busy times—and 
New York is New York. 

In France they have fr some months 
carried on an exposition at Bordeaux in 
commemoration of notable maritime 
achievements, and with special regard to 
the successful operations of Fulton. One 
day was set apart for general recognition 
as Robert Fulton day, when particular 
honors were paid to the memory of the 
inventor, for it was in France that Ful- 
ton for seven or eight years prosecuted his 
early enterprises, and through the en- 
couragement of the French government

Plans have been formulated by the Ful- 
ton Monument association of New York 
to devise a memorial to Fulton which 
shall be lasting and fittingly expressive 
of the gracious and grateful sentiment of 
the country. Naturally the memorial will 
begin to take shape just as soon as the 
country expresses a willingness to pay 
the bill. All precedents go to show that 
whatever may be the local pride of New 


| York it does not hesitate to point out to 


the country that in the disbursement of 
money for pedestals, statues, and monu- 
ments the money must come from the 
country at large. This is now recognized 
and accepted with more or less cheerful- 
ness when the country learns that New 
York has organized a committee for hon- 
orable recognition’ of a citizen and the 
establishment of a fund for a memorial. 
Knowing this, it is fair to believe that 
eventually the gift of Robert Fulton to 
p and civilization will be suitably 
commemorated in New York, even if the 
Fulton celebration has been postponed 
and combined. with the tercentenary of 
the exploration of the river by Henry 
Hudson. 


ABATING THE RICE NUISANCE. 

With the laudable jntention of protect- 
ing the clothes and preserving the tem- 
pers of members of his parish a reverend 
father in Racine has announced that in 
future rice throwing at weddings will not 
be tolerated in or around his church. He 
added the further objection that it was a 
“relic of barbarism,” but it may be pre- 
sumed that the chief measure of offense 
lay not so much in its pagan attributes as 
in the annoyance it caused to the suffer- 
ers. 

Rice in itself and properly used is of 
unquestioned value. It may even play an 
important and dignified part at wedding 
ceremonials. As one of the elements of 
many savory dishes it may grace the table 
at the wedding breakfast. and serve a 
beneficent purpose. The Japanese have 
shown by their sake how rice may be 
palatably taken as a liquid, and the Chi- 
nese have several highly esteemed intox- 
icating drinks which owe their origin to 
rice. So it will be seen that if wedding 
guests will restrain their prankish spirits 
and put their rice to legitimate and pleas- 


ant purposes they can enjoy themselves 


with equal distinction and at the same 
time show desirable consideration for the 
dignity of marriage and the comfort of 


the bridal pair. 


As an emblem of good luck rice has 
ceased, in Ohristian countries, to have a 
happy significance. It certainly is not 
good luck to depart on a wedding journey 
with kernels of rice plentifully distrib- 
uted through your clothes, in your hair, 
and down your back, to shower yourself 
with rice when you open an umbrella, or 
to spend the honeymoon gathering the 
grains in new and unexpected places. 
There is nothing lucky in the storm of 
wedding rice except the escape from it, 
and as this under normal conditions is 
impossible it is well that the church, 
through its reverend representative, has 
taken action.

Count George Karolyi, who married in this 
country and who spent several years ip 
America under romantic circumstances, has 
just come into the entailed estates in Hun- 
gary and Austria through the death of his 
father, old Count Stephen Karolyi, who was 
known throughout life by his childhood nick- 
name of Pista in order to distinguish him 
from his considerably older namesake, the 
chief of the family, Count Stephen Karolyi, 
president of the table of magnates, or Hun- 
garian house of lords, and keeper of the 
crown of St. Stephen, who died in 1881. Al- 
though Count Pista Karolyi was one of 
the most conspicuous and popular figures at 
Budapest and at Vienna, famous indeed as a 
sportsman in every capital of Europe, and 
one of the most intimate personal friends of 
Crown Prince Rudolph and of King Edward, 
with whom he repeatedly staid at Sandring- 
ham, yet there have been all sorts of foolish 
mistakes made in recording his death and in 
publishing his obituaries through confusing 
him with his uncle, the other Count Stephen 
Karolyl. The latter portion of the life of this 
formerly so jovial Magyar noble was imbit- 
tered by his only son, Count George, and he 
has given a testamentary manifestation of 
his displeasure by bequeathing every vestige 
of his property that was not strictly entailed 
away from this son, leaving it instead to his 
only daughter, Ermelinde, who is married to 
her cousin, Count Julius Karolyi. The fortune 
thus alienated from Count George is a large 
one, and it is more than probable that he 
may endeavor to upset his father’s will 
through the courts, in which event the pro- 
ceedings are likely to result in a cause célébre 
with an American end. 


— 

Count George, While still a minor, became 
the prey of a gang of Viennese usurers who 
made it their object to exploit his family. 
He had been in their power for more than 
a year and was on the point of making a full 
confession to his father and of appealing to 
him to save him from the clutches of the 
sharpers when the gang, fearing to lose their 
prey—he was an only son—placed Barbara 
Franke, an actress of one of the fourth rate 
theaters of Pesth, in his way, and she, sev- 
eral years his senior, induced him to elope 
with her to America. The object of the gang 
in keeping father and son apart was to be 
found in the fact that as an only son he was 
entitled on the death of his father to the en- 
tailed estates, and that, according to Hun- 
garian law, he could not be disinherited, nor 
the entail of the property broken without 
the consent of both father and son. The 
usurers feared that if Count George were 
reconciled with his father he would consent 
to such measures with regard to the disposal 
of the family property as would render their 
advances to him a complete loss 

Count George arrived in this country by 
way of Boston, where on his arrival, al- 
though not 21 years of age, he was ciyilly 
married at the city hall to Barbara Franke, 
the ecclesiastical ceremony being subse- 
quently performed a year or so later by 
Archbishop Riordan at San Francisco. The 
count’s flight to this country created an im- 
mense sensation in Austria and Hungary, 
and a source of profound sorrow to his 
father, who had been rendered thereby for 
the first time aware of the extent of the diffi- 
culties in which his son had become involved. 
He sent the following message for his boy 
to the Austrian legation at Washington, 
copies of which were forwarded to each of 
the Austrian consuls in this country. It ran 
as follows: 

That you should have fled from home I 
can understand. I did the same thing when 
I was your age, with this difference: that the 
object of my flight was to join our army on 
the battlefield. I am only sorry that you 
should have pained your mother and sisters 
so deeply. With open arms you are awaited 
by your affectionate father.”

The message remained without response, 
and the trip which old Count Pista Ka- 
rolyi made to this country in the hope of find- 
ing his son and obtaining an interview with 
him proved equally unsuccessful.

COMPETITOR FOR SO. PACIFIC 


New Route Between Denver and New 
Orleans—Traffic Program. 


The ratification of a long tern lease to 
the Frisco system by the stockholders of 
the Colorado Southern, New Orleans end 
Facific, by the terms of which the road prac- 
tically loses its identity, is a formal transfer 
of all the projects promoted by the builders 
and provided for when the line was first 
conceived. It gives the Frisco 500 miles of 
road already completed and in first class 
condition. 

The main line of the road runs from New 


Orleans to Houston, Tex., and it is expected 


the Frisco will be operating trains between 
Denver and the Crescent city by Jan. 1 
next. which will place a strong competitor 
for the Southern Pacific in the fleld. It ig 
probable a joint trackage agreement will be 
entered into with the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley between New Orleans and Baton 
Rouge, and that portion of the line double 
tracked in order to meet the requirements 
of the added service. 


New Passenger Service. 

Having almost a straight line, ſt {ts the 
intention of the Frisco to establish a pas- 
senger service between Houston and New 
Orleans on a forty-five miles an hour sched- 
ule, making the run in less than twelve hours. 
The entire line is practically without grades, 
three-tenths of 1 per cent being the maxi- 
mum, or about fifteen feet in a mile. Curves 
do not exceed 8 per cent. 

That it is the intention to double track the 
road is evidenced by the fact that sidings 
one mile long are provided at intervals of 
five miles for the entire distance. The equip- 
ment for the road is already on the ground. 


The passenger coaches are said to be of the 


latest pattern.
